This thousand mile run was actually.staged, 

by a bunch of nuts who would be worthy of the Ham community. Twelve Troopers ran in. . 

8 mile relays to Wasilla then switched to 4 mile ségments on into Anchorage. Motorhomes , 

with 4 runners. each and the.PR van stretched out along the way dropping off and picking up 

each man as he finished his stretch. 1

Horse to North Pole with Rick stopping at His QTH of Tok. John Blerman, KL7GNP with. XYL 
Dot and their St. Bernard picked up at Big Delta.Marian Arlin, WL7AJX/AR and I joined. the 
group at North Pole. 


The CB units that were supposed to act as pilot cars didn't quite show up where and when... 
needed so all Ham units were pressed into service at 8 miles an hour as pilot cars for 
hours on end. The trip from White Horse was filled with dust,boulders on the road, a 
coupie of grizzlies and a threat to have all vehicles confiscated at the Canadian border. 
It seems the Trustworthy, Honest, Upright citizen troopers somehow managed to:walk off with 
an antique machine gun that was mounted in the middle of White Horse as a city monument-- 
never could figure out just where they stashed it during the trip unless Super-Duper 
Trooper Hooper had it with him.

When you coast along behind a runner for 4 or 5 hours at a stretch you suddenly see things 
you had always missed at the usual 55 mph. We played leap-frog with John and Dottie down 
the highway for communications. John was always more readable to the base stations so he 
ran the phone patches and traffic for the PR van (CB handle-Hollywood) and the troopers. 
11 meters was used extensively for communications among all the support vehicles so pardon 
us {f we still get on the repeaters with a 10-4 every so often. Bruce McCormick, REACT, 
from Anchorage picked up the runner at Nenana and switch off and on with us to south of 
Cantwell, dack, KL7IPM , Roy Davie, KL7CUK,and a couple of CB‘ers we did not. know, joined’ 
up and piloted to south of Talkeetna. There were a few hitches along the way. but never a 
gripe was heard from the runners who kept chugging along through snow at Clear, rain and 
hail further along and very little sunshine anywhere. 


A contingent of kids who will be participating in the Special Olympics was waiting at the 
Muldoon overpass for their heroes. If these special children can overcome their handicaps, 
mental and physical, emughto feel that they can succeed and compete in anormal world then 
the entire effort to help them reach their goals has been a success. The Lions Club is 
pushing the fund rafsing and has done a great job. Next year everyone is talking of starting 
at Dawson Creek then pushing on down South as the next few years roll around to eventually 
begin in Los Angeles and finish in Anchorage.

HAM's IDITAROD 1980 
by Tom Moore KL7Q 


As most of you know, 1980 was to be the year that the HAMs covered every 
checkpoint all the way to Nome. Well, we almost did it. Even so, this year's 
race was the greatest success to date for HAM radio participation. The Anchorage 
Amateur Radio Club is immensely proud to have been able to represent ail of 
Alaska's HAMs and of the success of our performance of vital communication needs 
for the Iditarod Race Committee, Race Officials, the racers, friends and relatives 
of the racers, and yes, even the news media to a certain extent. There's so many 
people who directly contributed to our success but specifically significant was 
the contribution by ALASCOM and the coordination by ALASCOM's Tom Jenson; the co- 
ordination with President Al Crane, Executive Vice President Rainy Hall and race 
directors Annie Patch and Howard Farley. Many thanks too to Dick Foresgren at 
McGrath for all the coordination he provided in arranging for housing and places 
to set up our radio gear at several checkpoints. When we got down to the nitty 
gritty, however, it was Lois English and her headquarter crew with whom we had to 
work with on a minute by minute, hour by hour, day by day basis. Quite simply, 
without Lois, the race could not have been a success. She's the catalyst that kept 
the momentum of all the support people going at full steam throughout the race. We 
admire her dearly for her understanding and willingness to work with us radio nuts. 
A special thanks goes to Bill Hutchinson who spent literally hundreds of hours per- 
fecting his computer programs to handle the musher, dog and checkpoint information 
and who donated his personal computer equipment for use by Iditarod workers. Vital 
to our success this year was the generosity and willingness to be involved by the 
Alaska Division of Emergency Services (ADES) - Director Ed Newbury and Disaster 
Operations Specialist Clyde Bloker. It was in the communications room of ADES 
where we set up our HAM headquarters.. But we had. an ulterior motive. You see, 
this year's HAM participation in Iditarod served a dual purpose - one of providing 
communications for Iditarod and the other an exercise of Alaska's Radio Amateur 
Civil Emergency Service (RACES) program to demonstrate our capability to support 
the State, in time of WAR or natural disaster, by providing a communications 
capability under extreme conditions for a sustained period of time. Needless to 
say, we proved by example our ability as volunteers to conduct ourselves in a pro- 
fessional manner and to provide reliable communications where required. Lastly, 
but certainly not least, were the individual HAMs, pilots and other HAM supporters, 
listed below, who contributed freely of their time and energies to support Iditarod 
1980. One must keep in mind that as the race progresses through the interior, it 
passes through many Native villages where it is received in various ways and atti- 
tudes. Its the HAMs who must exert continual personal integrity and tactful di- 
plomacy in dealing with our friends in the bush while, at the same time, working 
his bun off delivering and passing information via his radio. These are the 
people who have made HAM radio a success for Iditarod. 


Of course, in every undertaking, there's always several major lessons learned. 
This year was no exception. The spiraling cost of aviation gas and commercial air 
fare brought home the reality that HAM communications coverage of the race is going 
to cost, and did, one heck of a bundle - $8,000.00. By law, HAMs may not be paid 
or renumerated for, in any way, for our services. So in order for us to provide 
our public service, we've often raised thousands of dollars via flea markets, 


vaffels, etc.. Next year's cost of HAM radio support of Iditarod will probably 
require an outlay nearing ten grand - a sum almost impossible to raise by a single 
club or group of people without the generosity of organizations such as ALASCOM © 
who has long recognized the public service role of HAM radio. But is the cost 
worth it? I think so. But to justify its cost, our communications capability needs 
to be more effectively utilized. Headquarters Communications Central should be co- 
located with HAM headquarters in order than headquarter personnel and race’ officials 
may be more directly in contact with events in the field - to reduce the massive 
workload of relaying "who said what" or "tell him to. , ." and the hundreds of 
relays of musher dog and time information. A single "decision making General" 
always available at communications central would be better able to coordinate the 
logistical and managerial decisions necessary along the trail, It is only from 
communications central and HAM headquarters that the overall pulse of the race 

can be felt because its in these places where all available information from the 
trail may be considered in decision making processes. Likewise, it is no less 
important that everyone along the trail report to headquarters all relative infor- 
mation on a timely basis. This year we utilized a computer for the first time to 
help store, retrieve and print out race data. It saved hundreds of hours of hand 
logging, provided printouts in various formats which enabled race officials to 
view the overall status of the race in a single glance and made current race 

data available to the media in a more timely, concise and accurate manner. As 
Iditarod grows and becomes more complex each year, we should continue to take 
every advantage of computer technology to put on a better race. However the bottom 
line will always remain: TEAMWORK by dedicated volunteers. 1980 marked the year 
in which HAM radio operators were made to feel to be a real part of that overall 
team effort; one heck of a good feeling.

AMATEUR RADIO SeapeeeyATLONe, is deeply involved ‘in the after- 
math o eruption of Waehington atate's Mt. St. Helene volcano 
last Sunday. First word of the disastrous explosion that blew 
several thousand feet off the mountain's top at 8:31 local time 
last Sunday morning came from an Amateuy whose camper was on the 
mountain's slope. After describing the beg inntes eruption, he 
ended his tranemiasion with, "i'm getting the hell out of here!" 
He, along with two othey Amateure and about 70 others, has been 
unaccounted for since, ; 

About 200 Amateurs, half of them in locations near the erup- 
tion or working directly with rescue crews as search and welfare 
observers and the other half serving at various key locations 
around the state, have been working around the clock since the 
volcano blew. Many are {nvolved in semple gathering and predic- 
tion work, an activity that has gone on since the initial erup- 
tion on March 27 (HRR 298), as well as handling all kinds of 
traffic for various Local, state and federal agencies. One of the 
things learned from the earlier eruption was the discovery that 
Amateur Radio was more effective than the telephone for handling 
much of this traffic, so area operatorg and the people they're 
working with were better prepared to work together this time. 

3987 Is The Principal emergency channel, working into the 
State Department of 53 ency Services in Olympia. 7295 is the 
regional net tying together Amateurs in Washington, Oregon and 
Idaho, with 3900 the prime health and welfare channel. The Red 
Cross is using 3930 for ita health and welfare traffic. 2 meters 
is getting a heavy workout, with the 147.66/06 Mt. Baw Far machine 
anchoring VHF operations. 

' Unusual Propagation Effects were chgerved in the aftermath of 
the eruption. At about noon, three hours efter the initial blast, 
6ignals on the 75-meter emergency nets began to exhibit a series 
of deep, rapid fades, Levels varied by ag much as 40 dB, with 
fixed stations sounding like mobiles in motion. Severe electrical 
disturbances also accompanied the eruption, with continuous light- 
ning flashes illuminating the clouds spewing from the voleano and 
driving noise levela up sharply acroes the spectrum.
